WEATHER PROVERBS. . 


| What the Little Rirds Tell While Nesting 


and on the Wing. 

That birds have long been guides to sail- 
ors and agriculturists every one who knows 
auy thing about popular weather prognos- 
tics is well aware. Not only have the flight 
and general action of birds been noted by 
all civilized nations, says the Savannah 
(Ga.) News, but among barbarous tribes in 
this and other lands the migratory habits 


| of the feathered tribe have discounted prog- 
nosties of Government signal bureaus. 


Wind, rain and other atmospheric changes 


| are predicted by those who narrowly watch 


the migration of birds, and sailors in par- 
ticular, who are close observers of the 


_ heavens above, the atmosphere around them 
| and the waters beneath them, base their 
| prognostics on all the peculiar 


phases of 
land, water and sky and the elements of life 
which people them. 

Among the birds which serve to guide the 
sailors to look out for squalis, the sailor ex- 
pects wind when the cormorants fly land- 
ward. If the gull soars to lofty heights 
and, circling round, utters siirill cries, a 
storm is approaching. If the parrots whis- 
tie on shipboard it will rain. If they dress 
their feathers and are wakeful it will 
storm the next day. If the petrels gather 
under the stern of aship bad weather will 
follow. The stormy petrel surely betokens 
stormy weather, and no sooner do they 
gather in numbers under the wake of a ship 
than sailors prepare to meet an impending 
tem pest. 

Hunters are close observers of the habits 
of birds, and many prognostics are learned 
from the vocabulary of an experienced 
hunter, who will stay in doors in the morn- 
ing when an amateur hunter will be tempted 
out by a clear sky, to come back in the rain, 
or will find that a moderate temperature in 
the morning is no sure precursor of a warm 
day. Among the prognostics the hunter 
draws from birds a few will suffice: 

If birds in the autumn grow tame, 4 
The winter will be too cold for game. 

Bats fiying late in the evening indicate 
fair weather, but if they squeak flying, it will 
rain on the following day. A solitary buz- 
zard at a great altitude indicates rain, but 
if buzzards fly high together ig will be fair 
weather. If chickens crow bebe sundown 
it will rain the next day. If they run to 
sheiter it will not rain long. If they come 
off the roost at night rain will soon follow. 
The Zuni Indian hunters say that when 
chimney swallows circle and call they speak 
of rain, and Indians predict a deep fall of 
snow when grouse drum at night. Hunters 
and fishermen have a saying that there 
will be no rain the day the crane flies down 
the creek.’’ One crow flying along is a 
sign of toul weather, but if crows fly in 
pairs the weather will be fine. If crows 
inake much noise aud fly in acircle rain is 
expected. If the cuckoo halloos in low 
land it will rain, if on high land it will be 
fair. Domestic fowl look toward the sky 
before ram and go to roostin the daytime. 
If they stand on one leg the weather will 
be cod. If birds are fat aud sleek in Feb- 
ruary it is a sign of more cold weather. If 
geese walk east and fly west it will be cold. 
An old proverb says: “When the hen 
crows, expect a storm within and without,“ 
and hunters say that the direction the loon 
flies in the morning will be the direction of 
the wind the next day. Owls hooting in the 
daytime indicates rain, but if at night the 
weather wiil be fair. 

When the peacock loudly bawls 
Soon we'll have both rain and squalls. 

Pigeons return to their dovecotes unusu- 
ally early before a rain. The habits of wild 
geese are watched, and furnish many prog- 
nostics. The following is a popular verse: 

Wild geese, wild geese, going to the sea, 
Good weather it will be; 
Wia geese, wild geese going to the hill, 
The weather it will spill. 

In Kansas, when wild geese fiy to the 
southeast in the fall, the people expect a 
blizzard. 

There are many prognostics of the season 
which have their origin in the migrations of 
birds, and in the peculiar formation and ap- 
pearance of the goose bone, which is to-day 
looked upon by thousands of people as a 
sure prognostic of what the coming winter 
will be, and in Kentucky, if the issue should 
be raised whether the Signal Service Bu- 
reau or the goose bone should go, the Ken- 
tuckian would cling to the goose bone; in 
fact Henry Watterson, if he had to choose 
between the star eyed goddess of reform 
and the goose bone, would not dare to of- 
fend Kentuckians by discarding the pro- 
phetic bone. The people of Kentucky say 
if the breast bone of a goose is red, or has 
many red spots, expect a cold and stormy 
winter, but if only a few spots are visible, 
the winter willbe mild, and they furnish 
the following recipe so that it may be read 
intelligently, which instructions are as fol- 
lows: 

“To read the winter of any year take the 
breast bone of a goose hatched during the 
preceding spring. The bone is translu- 
cent, and it will be found to be colored and 
spotted. The dark color and heavy spots 
indicate cold. If the spots are of light shade 
and transparent, wet weather, rdin or snow 
may be looked for.“ 

When wild geese and wild ducks move 
south the weather will be cold, if north, 
the weather will be warm, and the birds 
migrate south much earlier if the winter 
will be early. A severe winter follows if 
crows fiy south, but if they fly north it will 
be an open winter. No killing frost comes 
when the martius turn to their old haunts, 
and the first song of the robin is the voice 
of spring. The swan is said to build its nest 
high during seasons when freshets visit the 
localities where the swan broods, and those 
who cultivate low lands note Wow the 
swan’s nest is built. If itis built low there 
will be no unusual rains. There are many 
other prognostics derived from observing 
the habits of birds, of interest to the sea- 
man and land iubver, and ir concluding the 
popular prognostic of the farmer, drawn

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RESOURCES FOR RESERVOIRS. 
A Few Cheice Sites Where Water 
u Plenty and Material Cheap. 
No end of dam sites can be found in 
this State where water could be stored 
by the outlay of what would be trifling 
sums of money compared to the bene- 
fits that would result. One of the best 
reservoirs on the continent could be 
made on Martin creek above Paradise 
Valley. A dam could be thrown io 
between two high walls of solid rock 
which come near togéther at the lower 
end of a natural reservoir where a luke 
could be made seven or eight miles 
long that wold double Paradise Val- 
ley’s agricultural resources. It is es- 
timated that 30,000 acres could be irri- 
gated from this one lake, A very fine 
lake could be made on Reese river 
about eighteen miles from Austin and 
it would have plenty of good land be- 
low it. On the South Humboldt there 
is a good place for a dam, and in fact 
there is not a stream in the State tliat 
does not offer excellent inducements. 

The mountains south of Reno are 
full of places where water vould be 
stored. Little Valley has a reservoir 
now of several acres and it could have 
a good big one by putting in a little 
more money. A dam went out there 
a few years ago and swept away the 
village of Franktown, but a better one 
could be built. On the same stream 
higher up there is a fine site. On Ga- 
lena Creek there are places, as well as 
in Thomas and White’g canyon. A 
dry lake north of Reno on the N. & C. 
K. R. could be used as a side reservoir 
if a ditch could be built to it, but it has 
no watershed of its own. 

If Dog Valley could be obtained it 
would make a fine reservoir. Dog 
Creek is a big stream in spring and af- 
ter crossing the valley it flows out 
through a gate and into anarrow can- 
yon where a dam could be built very 
cheaply. Stone and timber are on the 

nd and it lies so near the valley 
that it could be reached by men and 
teams at slight expense. Dog valley 
would then be a lake high enough in 
the hills to enable a ditch to be run 
around the base of Peavine mountain 
and into Lemmon’s Valley, which has 
26,000 acres of the best land that can 
be found. Water could also be carried 
over into the dry lake spoken of above 
and stored there until wanted on the 
land above the Highland ditch or in 
Spanish Springs Valley. The Truckee 
Lamber Company own Dog Valley 
and have a flume down the canyon 
into Verdi. 

A‘ remarkably fine natural reservoir 
lies on the north fork of Prosser Creek 
in What is known as Carpenter’s Val- 
ley. Mr. Carpenter has a dairy ranch 
there covered with the finest kind of 
grass several hundred acres in extent. 
At the outlet the ridges close in, mak- 
ing a narrow channel with rock walls 
which could be joined at a trfling ex- 
pense. In addition to the land owned 
by Mr. Carpenter there is some owned 
by the Sierra Land and Lumber Com- 
pany, of which Hobart and Marlette 
are the principal owners. The same 
company owns the site of the dam, 
and it would be impossible to buy it. 
but the Gazetts believes it could be 
leased until such time as the owners | 
begin lumbering operations there. 
They own the outlets of Independence 
and Webber Lakes, also, and much of 
the land on the shores, besides any 
number of nice little valleys, many of 
which would make excellent reservoir 
sites. 

Above Carpenter’s Valley, on the 
same stremn, can be found another 
place as good or better. The land is 
owned by the railroad company and 
the Government. On the south fork 
of Prosser Creek, at Ewer's dairy 


rauch, a fine big reservoir could be 


made and another at the junction of 
Alder and Prosser Creek where Mrs. 
Daley has aranch. No one can spend 
a day or two walking upany of the Sierra 
streams without being impressed with 
the large opportunities everywhere 
offered for storing up water. 

There is one very important source 
of improvement in this State that has 
hardly been thought of. In all large 
streams there is an immense waste 
through percolation and — 
In the bottom of such streams there 
are beds of gravel and broken ledges 
full of crevices, through which large 
bodies of water run. Such streams as 
the Humboldt and Truckee could be 
raised by sinking to bed-rock and 
building water tight dams clear across 
the channel, a mile or two if necessary, 
A regular river has been raised from a 


dry channel in Southern California in 


this way and its wate led off in 
ditches across mesa. In time 
every stream in Nevada will be treated 
in this way, and the result will be 
grand.

FIGHT‘ WITH A SHARK.

Gigantic Monsters of the Deep 
™. Been by a Yankee Sailor. - 
How One of Them Whooped Things Up for 
Venturesome Fishermen—Some True 


Fish Stories Told by a Strictly 
~ Truthful Old Tar. 


„Captain Sam,“ said a little boy who, ac- 
cording to the Philadelphia Times, was 
watching a very red-faced old fisherman 
way up the Maine coast, as he baited his 
trawl hooks, what is the largest fish you 
ever saw or heard of!” 

“Wal,” replied the old fisherman, with- 
out looking Up, “it stands to reason that 
I’ve heard on some bigger ones than Jever 
clapped my eyes onto. Sailor folks is great 
on yarning; there ain’t any use in denying 
that. One of em starts a yarn, and it keeps 
a growin’ so fast that by the time it gets 
ashore the man what started it wouldn't 
know it.” 

“But there are some true fish stories, 
persisted the little boy. 

“Sartin, sartin,’’ replied Captain Sam, 
“and I guess I’ve seen about as big a fish 
as the nextone. When I was a boy nota 
mite older nor you my gran’ther was owner 
and skipper of as fine a sixty ton schooner 
as cut the water in these parts, and as soon 
as 1 got big enough not to fall overboard 
and to pull on a herrin’ or mack’rel line he 
took me along, and it was on this very 
cruise that I saw a big fish. We were fish- 
in’ on what is called the George's Bank, 
away up to the north’ardaspell. The men 
were out in dories a fishin’ an’ only me an’ 
gran’ther aboard. I was a foolin’ around 
two lines, when I see somethin’ black a 
lyin’ alongside. First I thought it was a 
shadder of the keel, but it kept a comin’ 
nearer and more distinct, until all at once l 
see it was acritter. First I thought it was 
a whale and sings out to my gran’ther that 
there was a big whale alongside. He came 
a runoiog out of the cabin and took one look 
at it and says: It's a bone shark and the 
biggest one | ever see.’ 

“As far as we could make out it was 
sixty feet long—a lyin’ perfectly still, its 
back out of the water so that a man could 
have walked ten or twenty feet on his 
back. We had a harpoon, but he didn’t 
dare throw it for fear of losin’ it, havin’ no 
boat to follow, so there the big shark stayed 
until finally the old man tuck a ton of red 
hot coals from the galley fire and tossed 
them on his back. Some of them stuck, and 
it wasn’t long before he left. 

“When [ got grown up,“ continued Cap- 
tain Sam, “I saw another shark almost as 
big, and helped catch it. I shipped in a 
sword fisherman as first man. We sailed 
from Boothbay, but finding fish scarce, we 
put down toward Cape Cod, and when we 
got to the south’ard we found about all we 
could attend to, and in less than a week 
bore away for New Bedford with ‘a good 
Boston load.’ We put to sea again on a 
Friday, a bad day, so sailor men say, but 
this turned out good luck for us. We were 
about on what they call The Sisters when 
the lookout sighted what he thought was a 
swordfish, and we cleared decks accordin’ ; 
but when we got alongside we see it wasa 
big bone shark. The skipper said it ought 
to pay one hundred dollars in ile, so we kept 
away while the man spliced a bigger line on 
to the harpoon and then wore around and 
came up on him again. 

“He was oa-lyin’ right in the slush of the 
sea. There was a fair sowest wind 
a-biowin’, just enough to make the sea 
make a clean break over his back that 
looked like a big log, and I reckon that’s 
what you'd a-taken it for if you'd a-seen it. 
Howsomever, we came a-bowlin’ along in 
great shape, the skipper puttin’ the 
schooner within ten feet of him, and, as we 


shot by, me and the second mate let drive 
our irovs into him, and the same minute the | 


men hove over the keg an’ line. 


‘ “What did he dot“ said Captain Sam, | 


who, in the excitement of the old memory, 
had dropped his line and was looking the 
little boy in the face, with a hand on each 
oil-skin knee. 

“Why, he whooped things, and accordin’ 
to my mind we got out of the way justin 
time. You'd a-thought a volcano had bust 
right thar. Up come a big tail fifteen foot 
in the air, with water and sprays a-fiyin’; 
then down it went with a noise like the top 
sailofafifty gun frigate in stays. There 
was along cable or line on the harpoons, 
but it wasn’t two minutes before we saw 
the kegs go under and up they came a 
hundred fathoms away, and went along 
sending the water as high as our topmast.
